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THE TWELFTH ANNUAL MEETING 

[We gladly give editorial space to the report of our recent meeting 
submitted by Secretary-Treasurer Lord to the members of the Association.] 

The twelfth annual meeting of the Classical Association of 
the Middle West and South stands out in retrospect as notable in 
more than one particular. In the first place, while figures are not 
available for accurate comparison with other meetings, the attend- 
ance at this meeting was probably the largest of all the annual 
meetings of our Association up to this time. Plans had originally 
been made and published for holding most of the sessions in the 
large lecture-hall of William Rainey Harper Memorial Library; 
but the very first session crowded this to overflowing, so that all 
meetings thereafter were held in Leon Mandel Assembly Hall. 

The Association was entertained at luncheon on Friday and 
Saturday by the University of Chicago in Hutchinson Hall. Pro- 
fessor and Mrs. Shorey gave a reception on Friday afternoon at 
their home, and everything possible was done by the local com- 
mittee for the comfort of members. 

The program was up to the usual standard of excellence. Such 
of the papers as are of general interest to classical readers will be 
published in the Journal. The main address, set for Friday eve- 
ning, was delivered by Rev. Henry Browne of University College, 
Dublin, president of the Classical Association of Ireland, who 
read an illumining paper on "Our Renaissance: Its Meaning, 
Aim, and Method." 
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Several important actions were taken by the Association at its 
business session, upon recommendation of the Executive Com- 
mittee. The Committee on Publicity, which was appointed at the 
tenth annual meeting, and which, under the able leadership of Pro- 
fessor C. H. Weller, has done such acceptable work, was continued. 
An appropriation of $100 was again granted this committee to con- 
tinue its work. A committee was appointed to consider the ques- 
tion of possible improvement in the second-year Latin program, 
and to suggest to the Classical Association of the New England 
States and to the Classical Associations of the Pacific Coast the 
appointment of similar committees. New Mexico and Wyoming 
were admitted to membership in the Association. We desire 
to extend a most hearty welcome to these two hitherto unattached 
and unclaimed states. While these new members are too far 
away for us to expect attendance from them at our annual meetings, 
which must of necessity be more central to our whole territory, 
they will add strength to our Association by contributions to the 
Journal, and by the simple fact that they are of us. Reference to 
the department of Current Events in the present number shows 
that New Mexico (to mention but one of our new states) is in a 
state of healthy activity in classical study. 

During the entire past year, a movement has been on foot 
among the three Classical Associations of the Pacific Coast, looking 
toward the amalgamation of these three associations and the 
affiliation of the resulting Pacific Coast Association with our own 
after the plan of our affiliation with the Classical Association of 
New England. By our action at our recent meeting we are ready 
to welcome in advance our friends of the Pacific Coast, whose 
proposed program will be considered at their meeting next month. 

The business session passed upon some matters of great impor- 
tance to the Classical Journal. The contract with the University 
of Chicago Press for the publication of the Journal was renewed for 
four years, and it was decided that the price of the Journal to non- 
members should be increased from $2 . 00 to $2 . 50. This will not 
affect members of the Association, for whom the annual dues 
(which include subscription to the Journal) are still $2.00 as 
heretofore. 
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The editors and readers of the Journal were much pleased 
with the increase last year from forty-eight to sixty-four pages 
per number which was authorized by the Nashville meeting. By 
action of the Chicago meeting the size has been still further in- 
creased. The editors are authorized to issue not more than four of 
the nine numbers with an increase of sixteen pages per number. 

Members of the Association can still obtain Classical Philology 
at the nominal price of 40 cents, and more than one-fourth of the 
members are now availing themselves of that privilege. 

The fiscal year, instead of ending as heretofore with the annual 
meeting, will hereafter end on August 31 following, and it is 
expected that the treasurer's report will be published in the first 
number of the Journal in the fall. 

An unusually cordial invitation to hold our next annual meet- 
ing in Louisville was accepted. The Association voted to extend 
the time of its next meeting to begin Thursday noon and end 
Saturday afternoon. It is expected that this will give an oppor- 
tunity to spend the afternoon session of Thursday in a recrea- 
tional and social manner. 

The list of officers elected for the ensuing year will be found 
on the third cover-page. 

The secretary wishes to thank the state vice-presidents for 
their cordial support in his campaign to secure new members. 
He also wishes to take this opportunity of expressing the hope 
that each member of the Association will try to secure other 
members. The membership of the Association was 1,940 on 
April 15, 1916. It is earnestly hoped that the 2,000 mark may be 
more than passed during the coming year. 

We cannot pass by without comment the retirement of Presi- 
dent Barton from his long service to the Association. He was our 
tenth president and previously served for four years as secretary- 
treasurer. Societies are said to be ungrateful; but we are sure 
that our Association is fully conscious of its debt of gratitude to 
its retiring president for his untiring devotion to its interests.
